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Upon entering the arch (which is about four- 
teen or fifteen feet wide) on each side are ob- 
long spaces, seven feet in height, by nearly 
fourteen in length, containing a representation 
of the triumph of Titus, when he returned to 
Rome, after Raving taken Jerusalem. 

Oa the east side appears the emperor in a 
riumphal car, drawn by four horses; Victory 
s crowning bim with laurel; Rome personified 
sa female figure, conducts the horses; and , 





in a very short time after the arrival of the 
Spaniards, the wild horses had multiphed to 
such an astonishing degree, that the Pampas 
began to catch them; and their flesh, being 
found palatable, has since constituted their or- 
diary food.

For the defence of their frontiers against the 
incursions of these savages, the Buenos Ayrean | 
Government had established a chain of posts 
along the Indian frontier, but they proved in- 
effectual in checking the depredations of the 
Indian, which were more frequent in ratio as 
the immense herds of cattle became thinned, a 
circumstance which the late revolutionary war 
had greatly increased.
